It implies a desire on the part of tho e 
who are fortunate to he of a si stance and 
help to tho.se whose life c- a niin h harder 
struggle. This should not he too difficult a 
thing for us when wr i í h í iI I the lar« um- 
stances under which the. day ha;- been cele­ 
brated in the past.

It has lived througli times of famine as 
well as feast, through limes of bloodshed 
and violence as well as peace and through 
poverty as well as prosperity It was first 
celebrated in Nebraska in 18.54 when the 
rolling prairies of this young territory were 
bristling with Indian violence and the west- 
surge of the nation. In those days the 
number one concern of nmst people was 
simply staying alive and keeping their 
family together 
For death and destruction threatened 
from every direction. If not from warring 
tribes, there was danger in the elements 
which might at any time wipe out the fields 
of grain or leave entire settlements in

ruination. For there was little protection, 
then, from the violent storms and I UmmIs 
which swept from time to time across the 
land. Buildings were strong but crudely con- 
slrneled. Transportation was all up to the 
individual and a blizzard left one completely 
dependent upon his own resources. 


None of the streams were tamed in that 
day as they arc today with improved chan- 
neis, storage reservoirs, dikes, etc. For all 
the tremendou.s progress I ha I has been 
made since then, we have more than suffici­ 
ent cause to give our thanks. The turkey 
they shot for the Thanksgiving table in the 
19th century is purchased today in the 
grocery store — all cleaned, even stuffed 
if you want it that way. and ready for the 
oven 
But there was thankfulness In the hearts 
of the pioneers merely for the opportunity 
that the land gave them to make their way 
111 the world. And they found thanks for their 
verv existence under a form of democratic 
government which permitted them to ex­ 
ploit the resources before them to the limits 
of (heir ability. They were thankful for the 
progress they had made as well as for the 
potential which was theirs to build a nation 
of free men.

The Path Of A Reformer 


Norman Tliomas atfained his 75th birth­ 
day the other day and both he and the na­ 
tion had occasion to look back down the 
years in a survey of this unusual man’s 
public career. 
It is surprising how' much 
a meeting of minds the two had without 
ever acknowledging each other. 
Thomas, Princeton educated for the min­ 
istry, a Hepublican turned Bull Mooser, 
turned Wilsonian Democrat, and finally a 
socialist, but always a moralist and hu­ 
manitarian at heart, was six times a can­ 
didate for president and as many times 
virtually ignored by the American elec­ 
torate. 
His largest vote was 900 thousand 
in 1932 when upward of 40 million votes 
were cast. 
He was no more successful 
seeking lesser public offices. 
Yet de.^pite 
his wholesale political rejection many of 
the reforms he worked for came to pass. 
Perhaps an accounting can be made of 
his poor political showing in examining his 
position of dissent. Politically it is a nega­ 
tive trait, an instrument that the elector­ 


ate itself employs frequently, but seldom 
tolerates in a candidate. The latter is sup­ 
posed to be a leader, and only incidentally a 
critic, 
it was a spirit of dissent also that 
restrained Thomas from 
any 
consistent 
attachment to a major 
political party, 
wliere the elective voles reside, and pro­ 
pelled him into the socialist party. .Amer­ 
ica’s inherent rejection of socialism makes 
it a special haven for those who prefer to 
moralize. 
In such a position Thomas has been most 
effective in advocating reform, plying the 
public conscience, pleading the case of the 
.American taste for ethics and uplift. His 
humanitarianism prevailed where his poli­ 
tics did not and he has lived to see his 
egalitarian dreams come true. 
.As a purifier and reformer of social un­ 
derstanding he has much at the age of 75 to 
comfort him, more than enough to recon­ 
cile him to his weakness as a political in­ 
teger. .America has been the better for him. 


Not All Wheat In Surplus 


The Department of .Agriculture has re­ 
vealed that the mounting surplus of wheat 
will be 1.4 billion bushels by the end of the 
current marketing season next June 30. 
This estimate indicates 7 per cent more 
carry over than the year earlier. 
But there are contradictions. There are 
different kinds of wheat serving specialized 
purposes and not all of them are in surplus. 
Indeed, by the end of next June there will be 
only a two months supply of soft red wheat 
which is used for cookies and cakes. 
There will be 30 per cent less carryover of 
durum wheat which is essential to the man­ 
ufacture of macaroni and spaghetti. 
On the other hand the bulk of the surplus 
comes under the heading of bread wheat. 
But here again there are many strains, 
some of them less suitable for milling than 
others. 


Wheal growers, themselves, have fre­ 
quently pointed to the inadvisability of ig­ 
noring the desirability of varieties of wheat in 
the federal attempt to deal with the surplus 
problem in gross. They have also questioned 
the good of research programs aimed at 
getting larger yields of any kind of wheat 
anywhere wheat can be grown. They have 
argued for the discouragement of unadapt­ 
able production, generally by advocating 
premium prices for wanted varieties, or 
poor supports for the unwanted. They have 
consistently asserted that no real surplus 
problem exists in the wanted varieties. 
Whether their thinking is narrow or whole­ 
some their suggestions point to an unex­ 
plored area of farm production which could 
contribute to a new general concept of a 
farm program. And new concepts cannot 
come unless the planners venture into areas 
that have not been previously considered. 


Crowding The Ballot 


One of the most indefinite things at this 
time appears to be the number of issues 
which will appear on the ballot in the .May, 
1960. primary national election. For the lo­ 
cal issues that will appear, this will be a 
special election as they are not a part of 
the state and national candidates who will 
be picked by the voters at that time to op­ 
pose one another m the later general elec­ 
tion. 
One thing seems to be unanimous—if the 
ballot IS crowded with proposals for bond 
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issues, the entire batch is likely to get the 
axe by the taxpayers. There is no certainty 
in this, of course, but history shows it to 
be a valid assumption. .And there are few 
backers of any cause who would want any­ 
thing other than their own project to be on 
the .May ballot. They realize that competi­ 
tion in this way is generally disastrous. 
The next consideration, then, is what can 
be done about it. Suggestion.s for this have 
covered a lot of ground, too, but the ulti­ 
mate answer is still a long way off. It is 
ridiculous to expect the backers of various 
programs to get together and decide among 
themselves who gets a crack at voters in 
May and who must wait. Understandably, 
these various interests all think their own 
project is the most worthy and important 
and would not be likely to back down on 
this. 
The only body which can settle the ques­ 
tion of quantity on the May ballot is the 
City Council, assuming petition movements 
do not take this responsibility away from-it. 
The Council is simply going to have to take 
a hard and cold look at whatever is pre­ 
sented to it and decide its merit and its 
chances with the voters. 2\s of this date, the 
only program now being discussed which 
has both merit and much of a chance with 
voters is the proposed $3.250.000 park bond 
issue. Other talked-of programs—a new 
mam library building and a combined city- 
county building—are either too far from the 
voters’ hearts or lack sufiicienl merit lor 
one reason or another.

Antarctic Accord 


Approaches Fact 


WASHINGTON - The day 
after Thanksgiving the 
12 
countries concerned with the 
.Antarctic will sign a historic 
treaty 
guaranteeing 
the 
peace of that vast area and 
providing for inspection to 
prevent atomic bomb explo­ 
sions for military purposes. 
One important 
point re- 
main.s to be ironed out, but 
the treaty is almost certain 
to be signed anyway. Signi­ 
ficantly Russia is the hold­ 
out, but it wants to go furth­ 
er than any other nation in 
preventing 
atomic 
bomb 
tests. 
The other nations are all 
agreed to ban military .A- 
bomb tests. But Soviet dele­ 
gates want to go one better 
and ban 
e v e n 
scientific 
atomic tests. The argument 
inside the secret meetings 
has been friendly but contin­ 
ued. At one point, Herman 
Phleger, U.S. delegate, was 
arguing with the Russians. 
Aside from the disputed 
point the delegates are now 
agreed, and the treaty will 
be signed thi.s week. Many 
diplomats regard this as a 
precedent for peace more 
far-reaching than any taken 
since the organization of the 
United .Nations. 
For, with the United States 
and Russia agreeing to the 
principle of inspection and 
to the banning of military 
atomic explosions, 
an im­ 
portant step has been taken 
toward applying the same 


system to other areas. 
In 
the pa,st Russia 
has 
hung back. However, driv­ 
ing from Des M o i n e s to 
Coon Rapids, Iowa, Khrush­ 
chev informed corn farmer 
Roswell Garst that he was 
ready to accept inspection.

WASHINGTON - A fall 
young man with a rectan­ 
gular jaw and tousled hair 
came up the cobbled country 
road 75 miles northwest o\ 
Warsaw and entered the tiny 
village of Jasionowka, 
Po­ 
land. This was a little more 
than a month ago, a moment 
he had long lived for. 
Fifty-nine years before, a 
Polish immigrant settled in 
Rumford, Maine. He had the 
tongue-mangling 
name 
of 
Marcisczewski. and Rumford 
was a French settlement. 
It wasn't long before he 
changed his surname to a 
streamlined six-letter word. 
The immigrant never had 
the opportunity to go back 
to Poland, to respond to the 
urging that every man is 
struck with in his later years 
—to return for a look at the 
place of his boyhood. 
But now' this tall 
young 
man 
was 
fulfilling’ 
his 
father’s dream, and he came 
as any man’s father would 
have wanted it — as an im­ 
migrant’s 
son 
who 
had 
gained a stature of great­ 
ness in the land of democ­ 
racy. 
Sen. Edmund Muskie of 
Maine thus made 
his 
ap­ 
pearance in the little com­ 
munity of Jasionowka. The 
senator wrote to me about 
it. It was one of the most 
touching letters I have ever 
read. 
Here are parts of it: 
“ We left the main road 
and «were driving over a 
narrow, 
cobbled 
country 
road. As we topped a slight 
rise, there came into view 
in the distance a large white 
building, somewhat shabby, 
but clinging to the shreds of 
dn ancient dignity which I 
instinctively felt must be the

There is one 
important 
distinction to make, howev­ 
er. “ Living alone” does not 
mean that no one else shares 
your house or apartment. 
It means letting yourself be 
cut off from life. 
Many times it is true that, 
at your age (or more, or 
less) people are left alone. 
Their children are grown 
and perhaps have moved 
away. Old f r i e n d s have 
moved. 
Death 
has 
taken 
some, it is the pattern of 
living — as we grow older, 
we must be prepared to lo.se 
at least some of those we 
love, those we have known 
for decades. 
But It does NOT mean 
that we need be lonely! 
Occasionally two widows, 
or two sisters, or two friends 
of many years, share the 
same house or the same 
apartment, 
but 
obviously 
this is not always possible. 
Let’s say, for the sake of 
discussion, that you must 
“ live 
alone” 
from 
t h a t 
slqndpoint. There is nothing 
wrong with it — so long as 
you do not seal yourself off 
from life. .A canary, a cat, 
a dog, or other pet can be a 
lot of company around the 


house. Some people w i t h 
green thumbs find a great 
deal of companionship in 
plants blooming in pots on a 
window s i l l, or some ivy 
trained to grow up along a 
curtain at the window. 
But the important thing 
still mu.st be people. live 
alone if it works out that 
way, but don’t live your life 
alone. Do things with other 
people, There are church 
groups 
and 
a, variety of 
clubs. There are also infor­ 
mal groups devoted to some 
hobby whether it is making 
pottery, or studying or fill­ 
ing a civic need. 
In the cities, there often 
are “ golden age clubs.” or 
“ senior citizen centers” for 
people 65 and over. 
In smaller towns you may 
not have such centers, but 
you do. instead, find it easi­ 
er to organize your own in­ 
formal 
groups. 
Use 
your 
imagination 
maybe organ­ 
izing a rummage sale to buy 
music for the school band 
will be helpful to the town, 
and at the same time pro­ 
vide a common goal for you 
and others. 
.At 65 you 
rnu.st 
h a \ e 
learned what it took .some of 
us so long to learn when we 
were young? If we are lone­ 
ly, and shy, and wish some­ 
body 
would 
make friends 
with us. the truth is that oth­ 
ers a r e feeling the same 
way, and wish WE would 
make the first move. 
Instead of eating alone, 
invite one person (or sev­ 
eral) to come for lunch. You 
don’t need a special occa­ 
sion 
J u s t 
“ come 
have 
lunch.” Or play cards, or 
talk, or figure out a project. 
The answer to loneliness is 
to do something with some­ 
body else. And believe me, 


appetite, case of mind and 
ease in going to sleep nights 
all improve as the loneli­ 
ness recedes. But you must 
DO things with other peo­ 
ple! Thai’s the most impor­ 
tant thing of all. 


“ Dear Dr. Molner: fan a 
baby’s head become flat on 
one side If the baby lies on 
that side most of the time? 
The ha by is 11 months old. 
Her head looks longer on one 
side and sort of flat. Will it 
round itself out all right or 
is she too old?—T. S.”

NEW’ YORK — From this 
hour on you’re a 1-to-lO shot 
to be hit from all sides by 
presidential polls. Some of 
these “ findings” are reached 
by 
interviews with 
fewer 
than 2.000 persons out of the 
massive body called politic. 
Others 
reach 
conclusions 
mathematically. 
One 
es­ 
teemed poll is said to depend 
on how many red beans pop 
out of a shaken jar of red and 
white beans. SUll others may 
depend on hallucination or, 
indeed, revelation. 
On hand today is what pur­ 
ports to be a new approach 
at divining the identity of 
the presidential candidates 
of 1960. It is the work of the 
Gahagan Research Company 
of .New’ York. It is said to 
differ from other polls by 
the use of “ psychological 
projective techniques.” Per­ 
sons questioned (no number 
mentioned) were asked 25 
questions on as many sub­ 
jects. To-wit: 
“ He looks like the kind of 
man who would take a per­ 
sonal interest 
in 
people’s 
problem: — (Give name of 
your choice here.)” Or “ He 
hasn’t had enough experi­ 
ence in the problems of gov­ 
ernment: — (Give name of 
your choice here.)” Or “ He 
is a little too tricky for my 
liking: — (Give 
name 
of 
your choice here.)” 
Swearing on a stock of old 
“ Literary D i g e s t s” the 
Gahagan people find Nixon 
far out in front for the GOP 
nomination and a wide-open 
Democratic race that may 
lead to the selection of a 
dark horse. Which is hardly 
siop-prcss news, but the de­ 
tails arc interesting. 


Gahagan 
says his 
sam­ 
pling showed that people con­ 
sider Kennedy capable and 
trustworthy “ but too young 
for an important job such 
as the presidency.” Rocke­ 
feller 
showed 
“ surprising 
potential as a vote-getter. 
considering the short time 
he has been in, the public 
eye.” 
F4ocky’s weakest showing

Thp Nebraska Game Commission will 
not take action to v acate Fort Robinson 
“ as long as we hav e a permit,“ M. O. 
Steen, commission director said Wednes­ 
day. 


He made the comment when informed 
that 
Don F. Robertson. North F’latte, 
chairman of the commission, would re­ 
quest him to withhold action to v acate the 
fort until the commission had a chance 
to study the matter. 
Steen said the subject will come up for 
discussion at the regular meeting of the 
commission Dec. 18 . 
Representativ es of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture, the Univ ersity of Nebras­ 
ka board of regents, and Sen. George Syas’ 
legislativ e council committee on recrea­ 
tion hav e been inv ited to the meeting. 
The USD.A and the univ ersity hav e ex­ 
tensiv e beef breeding research facilities 
at the fort. 
The USDA has complete authority at 


the fort and the commission occiipic.s 
part of the area only under a rev ocable 
permit issued by the USDA. 
At a recent meeting of the Syas com­ 
mittee, Steen informed T. C, Byerlv if 
the USDA that the commission would not 
longer “ put up with the unfounded accusa­ 
tions“ of the USDA regarding alleged 
abuses of the commission’s priv ileges at 
the fort.
